WHAT'S GOING ON . . . BI-LINGUALISM 

In an Interview with the president of the S.G.A., Jim Stark, many interesting features of the present 
state of bl-linguallsm and bl*culturalism came to light. The specific topic* of discussion was the coference 
of O.ItCU.S., (Ontario Region of the Canadian Union of Students) tn Kingston, Ontario the week-end of 
the 19th of November. Jim plans to present to that gathering a resolution of a nature particularly appro 
priote for Laurentian. The resolution Is entitled, "On the Teaching of French in Ontario Public Schools" 
and contains no less than eleven 'whereases*. 

Nevertheless, this Interesting and important document Is very clear and succinct. Its ramifications touch 
every problem that arises out of Canadian 'co-existence* and the 'quiet revolution'. It concerns what 
Jim feels to be a 'new spirit'. Cone Is the attitude of magnanimous concession that the English-speaking 
peoples In Canada have felt towards;* the/ Fnmch. Going is the atMude^ 

otcd<such~a~disostrous"image for'thc i FroncH-spoaWng^opIcs fh Canada. Neither righteous magnanimity 
nor any form of petulance have a place in a maturing society. This is now very clear to all concerned with 
the continued growth of this country. There Is in fact, a 'new spirit* of positive co-operation. 

Jim proposes that Ontario do 
more than Just^jilp Its provincial 
toe in the increasingly tepid wa- 
ters of Inter-cultural awareness. 
Why not dive right in and teach 
compulsory french classes* in all 
grades of Ontario public schools? 
Why leave such a vitally impor- 
tant key to Canada's future in the 
hands >of local school hoards? 
Why not have Canadians learn 
French the way ft 1$ spoken In 
this country, by native speakers! 
that Is, why not have French-Ca- 
nadian teachers in Ontario really 
teaching French? And why not 
have an intensive programme of 
research into the methods of 



teaching conversational French 
and the use of language labora- 
tories the way they were designed 
to be used? 

Three questions are searching 
ones, and cannot be answered 
glibly with any pretense at ho- 
nesty* This .writer hopes,for one, 
that the OECUS convention will 
approve this resolution, and that 
tho provincial Government will 
feel constrained to do something 
along these lines. 

Surely if, as Jim says, tho time 
is right for these innovations, 
something will be done, and quick- 
ly. '"it will be in the best interests 



of Canada If this is the cose, as we 
have very little time left for dawd- 
ling. For a province that li hav- 
ing a'quiet revolution', Quebec is 
getting to be a fairly noisy place. 
Muffled and insignificant mumb- 
lings about Quebec Nationalism 
are becoming more distinct every 
day. It Is the quiet and hopeful 
Imagination of men and women 
like those who have created this 
resolution that may prove to be 
the siegeweapons needed to crack 
the mental fortresses of too many 
bigotted Canadians of both langu- 
age culture groups, and let in the 
light of a glorious Canadian future.

LAURENTIAN 

RESOLUTION 

GIVEN TOP PRIORITY 



A resolution presented by a Laurentian delegation concerning 
tho re-orientation of French in primary and high schools received 
top priority at the ORCUS congress held in Kingston this past week- 
end. Laurentian's delegation composed of Jim Stark, SGA president 
Eric Lariviere, French vice-president, and John Holtby, C.TLS.chair- 
man, presented the resolution which was passed unanimously by 
the seventeen Ontario Institutions represented at the conference. 
Later in the day, it was moved by Carieton and seconded by Guelph 
that Laurentian's resolution be officially given top priority at the 
conference. The ORCUS secretariat was mandated to present it to 
the Ontario legislature and department of education after further 
hacking is obtained from Laurentian and by other influential organisa- 
tions. The resolution called for the re-orientation of the teaching of 
French in primary and high school which will put a greater emphasis 
on the spoken language without excluding the teaching of literature. 
It advocated three methods. Compulsory conversation courses in 
all grades of primary schools; The Installation of language labs in 
every public and high school; incentives to encourage French Canadians 
to teach French to English students both In primary and secondary 
schools. 

In an Interview with Jim Stark, he stated. that be feit that this 
-resolution will be the first of a" series of pressures applied in this 
direction and that the realization of our recommendation Is inevitable. 



Huntington Girls Raid 
Thorneloe Men 




November 22. Late this evening 
the calm and studious air of 
Thorneloe residence was shattered 
by the shrill screams of the Hun- 
tington Amaxons <as they ran 
through the residence scattering 
confetti, nylon stockings, jam, and 
confusion. 

These T and *J* house girls, 
In the best guerrilla tradition, in- 
tended to strike and then quickly 
disappear into the night Unfor- 
tunately, their escape route a 
fire door, was frozen shut At this 
point the Thorneloe boys, still 
smarting from the unjust and 
unfounded accusation by some of 
the Huntington authorities that 
they were involved In a previous 
raid on these sweet, innocent girls, 
took action. One by one, the in- 
vaders were thrown into the show- 
ers. One by one, they emerged, 
wet and repentant

the injured gentlemen of Thorne- 
loe in a note signed by all fifty- 
two residents expressed to the 
T nd M' house girls of Hunting- 
ton f.elr extreme disapointment 
at not having been able to have 
coffee, tea and other refreshments 
ready for them after the raid doe 
to lack of advance notice*

four dollars!" This was the cry 
at the professors' slave auction on 
November 25, in the Great Hall 
during lunch hour. The nearly 
six hundred students present at 
the auction showed an amazing 
financial ability. A total of $316.55 
was raised for CXA.S.P. (Con- 
ference for Inter-American Student 
Participation). This organization 
sends Canadian Students to Mexico 
for cultural development 

The highest bid- however, was 
not from a student but from an- 
other Professor. Father Warenda 
felt the services of one of his 
colleagues wore worth $50.00. The 
lucky fellow was Father Tremhlay. 

A highlight of the auction was 
the appearance of Dr. Newbery 
swathed in bandages, being fed 
blood-plasma for strength, arriv- 
ing at the auction in a wheel-chair. 
One bidder wanted to know if the 
wheel-chair was equipped with a 
set of snow-tires. Dr.* Newbery, 
Principal of Huntington College 
was sold for $20.00.

COMMENTS ON COUNCIL 



"This time, let's see what we 
can do on our own," muttered 

Hoh DelFnito previous to voting 
for the motion that rend, "That 
a student disciplinary system be 
established." It was more than 
once suggested thai the Assembly 
me 1 11 hers be given more lime in 
order to acquaint themselves wllh 
Dm: views of the student body. 
Hul these suggestions were prac- 
tically unheard by Council and 
virtually uncropbushed by mem- 
bers who proponed them In tho 
first place; they sounded more 
like dying echo* more than any- 
thing else. As it turned out, Coun- 
cil acted on its own and now the 
issue, if ever it existed, as to 
whether or not a police force is 
mice&rmry no longer mailers. All 
that remains is to decide on what 
make-up this system will have. 
And for this purpose, a commit- 
tee will ho established to "tho- 
roughly Investigate I ho possible 
forms" that a police forco could 
take. The only thing that students 
can do Is hope that their "repre- 
sentatives" will take the necessary 
time needed to think and act 
wisely when raising their hands 
to vote on any particular form. 
However, judging from. last Tues- 
day's meeting and from the exist* 
tng "Constitution", It would seem 
that Council hasn't got a prayer in 
hell for establishing a workable 
system that will either satisfy the 
laws of common sense or the 
wishes of tho students, 

11 is common sense thai Iwfore 
a law enforcement body or a disci- 
plinary body can bo set up, there 
must be taws or disciplines for It 
to enforce. The simple majority of 
our "representatives" fall to re- 
cognise this fact. Indeed, Jim 
Stark seems to believe that each 
and every one of us is endowed 
with an Inborn set of laws which 
wo naturally desire to obey (if 
UUs were so, we would not need 



a police force of any shape or 
name). Andy Newbery pointed out 
thai, -VYou cannot establish a 
Police Forco responsible to a non* 
existing Judicial Committee as 
laid down in a non-oxisting Con- 
stitution". He is right to the ex- 
tunt that although the existing 
Constitution has been ratified by 
the students, It has not been ac- 
cepted by the Senate of Ijsurcntian 
University. Even If it were accept- 
ed today, 11 would still be grossly 
Inadequate. Last year Mr, Bob 
O'lllordon, one of the people who 
drafted the Constitution, publicly 
stated something to the effect 
thai, while there are many things 
wrong with the Constitution, we 
need one; therefore let us vote 
for It. The drafters of the .Con- 
stitution know of Its inadequacies 
and the council members who have 
bothered to read the Constitution 
know of its inadequacies and yet 
Jim Stark still managed to have 

tils Police Force accepted on the 
assumption that it will be backed 
by this farce of u Constitution. 
Why did he succeed? For two rea- 
sons; u> tho strength of his per- 
sonal Influence and h) the appar- 
ent ignorance (I.e. lack of know- 
ledge) of the members who vol- 
ed for the motion, as. to what a 
disciplinary system would ontnll 
and us to the state. of affairs of 
our Constitution, Had 'the repre- 
sentatives been informed as to 
what a disciplinary system really 
was, they would not at this time 
have voted for establishing one. 

There Is a slight chance that 
Council may yet amount to some- 
thing. Near the end of the meet- 
ing, a motion was passed to re- 
review the Constitution. Fo* Lib 
purpose a Committee U to bo set 

up Last Spring a similar 

Committee was organised for this 
very purpose but Bob DelFrate, 
one of the members of this Conv 
mlttee, was not even certain that 



It still existed. Needless to say, 
this Committee did nut get off the 
ground. Onu wonders why people 
volunteer their services. 

Jim Slark said In Council that 
his peers hero at Laitrenlian are 
not capable, because of lack of 
information of deciding what is 
best for themselves. He may be 
right. But the sad fact is that tho 
representatives of the students are 
as little informed as they are 
themselves. The Individual mem- 
bers are ignorant of any matter 
Included In the executive's agenda 
until the moment it is Introduced 
in the meeting. Two people (Jim 
Stark and Bob Valro) knew some- 
thing about disciplinary systems. 
The other members knew nothing. 
They had opinions but no facts. 
Boh Valro voted to have a discipli- 
nary system but lie also (unoffici- 
ally) sold that such a system could 
not work under tho present Con- 
stitution. Facts are the only de- 
cisive points In any argument and 
J. Stark knows this. He deliberately 
made the Pollco Force a rush 
issue In order that he would get 
his way, The irony is that had he 
informed council members as to 
what the facts were and had given 
them more time to talk to the 
students, he most likely would 
have had a unanimous vote for 
a disciplinary system. But he did 
not and now his ways and means 
are being questioned. 

Tho individual representative 
is also not without fault. Each one 
who voted for the motion showed a 
serious lack of consideration for 
both the student body and tho 
principles of democracy. It seems 
that ho votes without thinking 
or caring of the consequences. 
We certainly hope that he will think 
when It cornea to revising the 
constitution and when it is time 
to Inform himself on future mat- 
ters affecting the whole student 
body. <j

Extension Department 
Sponsors Art Exhibit 



"Canadian Art Today", spon- 
sored by the Lourentlnn Exten- 
sion Division, appears as an em- 
bryonic oasis in Sudbury's cul- 
tural desert. The show, Imported 
from five of Toronto's small deal' 
ers' Galleries, Is representative of 
many of Canada's hesl-kiiawii 
contemporary artists, and ranges 
from landscapes to "op" art to 
u ratlu-r questionable and unidenti- 
fied piece of crumpled aluminum 
which caused one viewer to utter 
nn exclamation of shock, bewilder- 
ment ami horror. His opinion 
would appear to be unanimous, 
Tills object was, however, one of 
the few blots in the exhibit — 
others Included "Double Spiral" 
by Ralph Allan ami a peculiar 
canvas depleting the ocean and 
a red 'dot ted swan surrounded by 
an ornate and hideous frame. 

Popular opinion marked Isko- 
wlU" tiAutUiHfl Sky", Hayner's 
"Mother and Child", and Chat' 
tell's "Twilight Curtain" as the 
favourites. Little attention was 
paid to the most abstract canvas* 
scs such as Harold Towne's "Sym- 
bols of Games Post" or York 
Wilson's "Chimftrc" except for nn 
angered sniff or a remark like, 
"Well, I'd buy it If ! had the 
money and the darkroom space", 



or "What is lt t I don't see any- 
thing". Viewers didn't seem to 
tcalizc that with art of this type, 
one should attempt to feel what 
the artist is trying to express 
rather than search for actual out- 
lines or definite shapes. The quos* 
tion arises here of attendance, or 
rather* of intelligent, open-minded 
attendance. Many people refused 
to give some of the paintings even 
a passing glance, or if they did,, 
they immediately looked for the 
price tag, laughed loudly, and 
moved off. This is not to say that 
everyone should spend hours In 
front of each painting, rhapsodlx* 
Ing eloquently on the brush stroke 
but surely one should make an at- 
tempt at appreciation and give 
art a fighting chance to speak for 
itself. 

The Extension Division should 
be roundly applauded for bring- 
ing this exhibition to Laurcntian, 
One hopes that It will help to 
bring a ray of understanding, or, 
falling this, of tolerance of art 
into our midst.

Viet-Nam War Extended 
to Laurentian Campus 

On Monday, November 13, the Vlet-Nam war was extended to the 
Laurentlan Campus. The north, with Its base at Huntington College 
Residence, met a concerted effort staged by the south, stationed at 
Thomtoe College Residence. Various reports on radio and television 
have described the war as being won by the south Thornlo-ese, but the 
north Is prepared to argue that decision and If necessary to go to war 
again to defend their point. 

The war began about 10:30 p.m. with a small clash by the two 
patrol units, but very quickly developed into a fullscale battle with 
atmost all members of both camps taking part. The north even called 
upon feminine reinforcements and three hearty souls answered the call 
to arms. Many prisoners were captured by both sides and made short 
work of. The north was even fortunate enough to capture the south 
Thornloese teader and throw him into their makeshift prisoner-of-war 
camp. This unique prlsoncr-of-war camp even featured running water. 
Part of the uniform of the north leader was lost in the fray but was 
returned to him during a declared truce the following day. The equip- 
ment used during the war was of a primitive nature — mainly snow- 
balls and muscle power to propel them, and casualties were llsht on 
both isdes. We understand from our war correspondents that a sprtlned 
toe, and a few cuts and scratches were the only injuries suffered. 
Nobody was killed. 

There Is still one puullng aspect concerning the war. It Is not known 
who was the victor. Perhaps time will tell!
